ing place at local midnight It is, 
moreover, tha first of three eclipse* 
falling within a pariod no longer than 
a single calendar month. December 
27 bronght a total eclipse of the mooji 
&t Greenwich; January 11 a partial 
eclipse of the aun, and the thref: ara 
very intimately connected with eaca 
other. The latter in nearly all its 
characteristics stands in strong con- 
trast to the eelipae of December 13 — a 
large partial eclipse which will be 
seen just onisl Je the arctic regions, at 
their midday and in their midwinter. 
'Sot is this sequence accidental. A 
similar trip)et»of eclipses — the first 
partial of the son and seen near tha 
south pole, the second total of the 
Eroon, the third partial or ih^.stm and 
visible near tha north pole — occurred 
just eighteen years ago, all three 
eclipses failing in December, 1880. 
Going back yet 
another eighteen 


years, we find the same thing repeated 
some ten days earlier in theyeaV, and 
so on right away backward till 1664, 
when, •while the southern eclipse was 
» large parii|l one and fell nearly in 
the midwinter of the southern hemi- 
sphere, the northern was a mere graze 
taking place at the midnight of the 
regions from which it was visible. 
Looking forward, we find in like man- 
ner that eighteen years hence another 
similar triplet of eclipses will fall at 
the turn of the year, and yet another 
eighteen years later still. This ends 
the series of these midnight eclipses 
of the sun in ihe w>ut!i polar regions, 
for Jannary, 19J8\ wil! be market} 
only by a total e<s2>>se of the moon.

CHARLES BRAVO.

them possessing certain characteris-

. to the charmed circle of mysteries, re- 


l cal! one as striking in its way which 
; aroused widespread interest in Eng- 
: land some twenty years ago, and has 


I since spread to all parts of the world. 


In the spring of a year in the early 


seventies one morning London was in- 
expressibly shocked at reading in the 


j papers of the death, under suspicious 
clrcnmsstances, oi Charles T. Bravo, 
one of the most popular of the young 
and rising barristers practicing in, the 
metropolis. 
The stock was intensi- 


fied from the fact t'lat the dead bar- 
rister's young and exceedingly beauti- 
ful wife had been arrested, accused of 
the crime of poisoning her husband by 
the systematic administration of ar- 
senic, at first in small and finally in 
overwhelmigly large doses, with ulti- 
mately fatal results. The case became 
doubly and trebly interesting and sen- 
sational when it transpired that the 
dosing with arsenic had been going on 
for some eight months, and dated from 
the time when Mrs. Bravo made'the 
acquaintance, of a Dr. Gully, the pro- 
prietor of a hydropathic establishment 
at Bath, and another at Malvern. 
It 


appeared that Mr. Bravo, who suffered 
from some lung complaint, had gone to 
Bath with his wife for his health, and 
that they had stayed at Dr. -Gully's 
establishment for treatment. It fur- 
ther turned out that, whereas the cli- 
mate of Bath was admirably suited to 
the constitution of Mr. Bravo, it did 
not suit that of the lady. At the sug- 
gestion, therefore, of Dr. Gully, she re- 
moved her trunks to his establishment 
at Malvern, leaving her husband at 
Bath in charge of the matron, a Mrs. 
Cox.

From this time on Sirs. Bravo be- 


gan to exhibit signs of querulousness 
with her husband, and a somewhat in- 
ordinate fondness for alcoholic stimu- 
lants. 
When they returned, 
after 


about sis 
weeks' absence, to their 


rhome at Balham, a suburb of London, 
afterward obtaining more criminal re- 
nown by becoming the habitation of 
the notoriously infamous burglar, mur- 
derer, violin virtuoso, Charles Peace, 
family jars became frequent. 


The Bravos moved in the best soci- 


ety, and, being quite wealthy, kept 
their horses and carriages as styjislt 
people should. Indeed, both were good 
riders, and Mrs. Bravo was a splendid 
horsewoman. It is upon this fact that 
a good deal of the evidence of poison- 
ing turned, and which eventually form- 
ed the loophole by which she escaped 
the fate of a possibly, if not probably, 
much less guilty woman, Mrs. May- 
brick. 


She developed a sudden and uncon- 


trollable desire to see the coats of her 
horses more glossy and shiny than her 
grooms with currycombs and brushes 
could make them. 
She had learned 


from Dr, Gully, who was a Yorkshire- 
man, and, therefore, well acquainted 
with every dodge known to the horsey 
fraternity, that arsenic was an excel- 
lent thing to improve a horse's coat. 
As a consequence arsenic was bought 
and administered with excellent effect 
—upon the horses. 
But, somehow, or 


another, it was also administered to 
Mr. Bravo, with an effect that was not 
quite so satisfactory—at least to him. 
He died. 
And then the story came 


out. 


Mrs. 
Bravo had undoubtedly been 


carrying on a very intimate relation 
with Dr. Gully, who, by the way, was 
the father of the present speaker of 
the house of commons, and that gen- 
tleman was shown to possess a not 
over-scrupulous character. 
Mrs. Cox 


was a willing tool in his hands and 
while ostensibly acting as nurse to 


CIIAS. T. BRAVO. 


Mr. Bravo was in reality nothing bet- 
ter than a procuress for the doctor. 
Mrs. Bravo, who had become positive- 
ly Infatuated with the old man, he was 
over Kixty years of age, but wonder- 
fully well preserved, and of splendid 
physique, had entirely tired of 
her 


gentle an-J refined husband and cer- 
tainly longed to be released. 
Tha 


prosecution undertook to show how 
she proceeded to effect her dcsir';. 


STie had bought the araenic—for the 


horses—herself quite openly, and had 
given the drug with instructions to the 
groom. 
But it was questionable If she 


had given all of it to him. it was 
shown that, notwithstanding her avow- 
ed di«likn for her husband. sh« fend 
Insisted upon mixing and giving him

his roedkioe terwlf. The inference 
thai *i"-. had liius taken the opportun- 
ity of filling him up with the arsenic, 
which wa* found la large quantities 
in his body, at Use autopsy. 
His own 


regular medial attendant declared 
and proved that there was no prep- 
aration of arsenic In any of the medi- 
cines he had prescribed for Mr. Bravo. 
Who else, then, could har« given it 
to him? 


Mrs, Cox's 
reputation, it is true, 


•R-ouJd not bear the closest investiga- 
tion as to morality, but there was 
nothing about it to suggest that she 
would be guilty of the crime of mur- 
der, especially by the cold-blooded 
force of slow poisoning, and, besides,- 
in her case there was total absence of 
motive. 
Had it been Mrs. Bravo who 


was poisoned there might have been 
some justification in suspecting Mrs. 
Cox, 
owing to her own long-standing 


relations towards Dr. Gully. But she 
bad no cause to be jealous of Mr. 
Bravo. 
On the contrary, she might 


almost prefer to prolong his life. 


At the trial, which lasted over a. 


month, a great, many 
disreputable 


stories were told which fully exhibited 
the sordid and shameless character of 
Mrs. 
Bravo, but the evidence against 


her was all circumstantial, and though 
there was little doubt expressed pub- 
licly as to her guilt, it was impossi- 
ble to convict her without more tan-

gible and direct evidence. So she was 
acquitted, and the great Balham mys- 
tery has never been, and never will 
now, 
be cleared up. 


Mrs. Bravo went down to Southsea, 


a fashionable seaside resort near 
Portsmouth and in immediate prox- 
imity to one of the greatest military 
and naval depots in England. 
Here 


she began a 
life of open warfare 


against the recognized laws of society, 
and after about three years died a 
disgraceful death in a city hospital, al- 
though possessed of all the advantages 
that beauty, birth, wealth and educa- 
tion could give her, at the age of 29 
Dr. Gully gave up both his hydropathic 
establishments and retired into private 
life, dying, forgotten and almost un- 
noticed, a few years later. 
Mrs. Cox 


disappeared from mortal ten, but no- 
body- regretted her. 
But the mystery 


of who poisoned Charles Bravo is still 
among the unelucidated problems of 
the police calendar. 


Where Twlnn Are Killed by taw. 
All twins born in the Niger Coast 


Protectorate must, according to the na- 
tive laws, be put to death, and it is 
only those who have been rescued by 
the missionaries and placed beyond 
the reach of the native power who 
have so far escaped. When the twins 
are born they are at once taken from 
•the.mother, and, if no one intercedes, 
they are taken by the feet and head, 
and have their hacfes broken across a. 
native woman's knee, in the same way 
as one would break a stick. 
The 


bodies are then placed in an earthen- 
ware receptacle and taken to the bush, 
where they are devoured by the flies, 
insects or aninials. 
Sometimes 
the 


little victims are put in these recepta- 
cles alive, and are then eaten alive in 
the same way. The mother becomes 
an outcast. If she does not at once 
taks her own life she has to flee to 
the bush. I£ she ventures near the 
town or village she must see that she 
does' not remain in the path when 
any other native is coming. Her pres- 
ence, according to their superstition, 
would defile the place for others. She 
must not drink from the same spring, 
must not touch anything even belong- 
ing to her own relatives, and there is 
little cause for wonder that she takes 
away her life, which has become a liv- 
ing death. 


Said Ohlcaso Ow«<! Her glOO.OOO. 
Miss Sarah Halloway Dodge of Gard- 


ner, 111., who about ten years ago shot 
and killed Co). Babcock, a wealthy 
Chicago lumberman, made a scene at 
the city hall in Chicago the other day 
by demanding of Comptroller "Walker 
?100,000, which she said was due her 
from the city. Mr. 'Walker engaged 
her in conversation while he sent for 
a policeman, who put her under ar- 
rest. She became violent, and fought 
the policeman until overpowered. 
In 


the folds of her dress were found a 38- 
calibre loaded revolver, $55 in money, 
a Bible, a college diploma, a deed to a 
farm near Gardner, and about a hun- 
dred letters from various persons, the 
letters being fastened to the lining of 
her skirt with safety pins. Miss Dodge 
is one of the wealthiest residents of 
Gardner. Col. Babconk lived several 
days after being shot, but would tell 
no particulars of the shooting. 
Miss 


Dodge was not prosecuted for the hom- 
icide, but was subsequently adjudged 
Insane, and sent to an asylum. 


A Great Foot.

An antarctic expedition might pos-

This being so. and the

many variations of this story. Some say 
that David transplanted me tree to the 
side of a fountain in one of his gardens. 
and under its branches he composed those 
magnificent outbursts of inspired devotion 
which are familiar to as as the Paalme. 
All this is sufficiently poetical, however 
mythic. But the general superstition was 
that the cross consisted, not of one tree. 
but of several: and the credit was usually 
given to the palm, cedar, cypress ini 
olive. Certain of the fathers tell us that 
tha upright If im was of cedar, the croua 
beam of cyprtas, the tablet of ollvft and 
the foot piec- of palm. Various mean- 
ing* were read irto this. The four woods 
were taken to represent the four quarters 
of the globe: and a furthAspecial sig- 
nificance wxs given to mp choice of 
woods. 
Cedar is symbolical 
of 
faith. 


palm of victor}-, olive of peace, cypres* 
of mourning. Some think the cross was 
formed of one of these woodfi alone. But 
the privilege has been given to other 
tree*; in different countries and different 
age* we find differing beliefs. Many have 
believed that the cross was of aspen, and 
that IB why the aspen still quivers per- 
petually. It is thought that the tree is 
still regretting the enforced part that it 
had to plav. 


One singular legei d says that at the 


time of the crucifixion all the trees quiv- 
ered with emotion except the aspen, and 
that the doom of that tree has been to 
tremble ever since, it is certainly true 
that the aspea flourishes in Jerusale n. 
The gypsy belief is that the cross was 
made of ash tvood. Perhaps this credit 
given to the mountain ash has led the 
Welsh to plant it so frequently in their 
graveyards, though more likely that prac- 
tice derives from superstition earlier than 
the ChYisticn era 
The elder tree also, 


•which bears a iery contrary distinction 
of being supposed the tree or which Judas 
hanged himself, has been believed to have 
supplied the cross. We read In "Note* 
£-nd Queries" that a clergyman was once 
f sked: "Pray, sir, can you tell me If there 
is any doubt of what kicd of wood our 
Lord's cross T»as made? I have always 
heard fhi.t it was made of elder, and •»•» 
look carefully into tne faggots beforn 
burnt! g them for fear there should be 
f ny of this wood in th _•]«." It is touching 
to think that poor people, however short 
of fuel they might be, have refused, to 
burn the elder for this pious, though 
superstitious reason. 
Even a supersti- 


tious faith is better than none at all. 
In 


Scotland the elder is known as the hour 
tree, and there is a popular rhyme as fol- 
lows:Bour-tree, bcmr tree 
<TooUed rang. 


Ne.er straight and never strong, 
Ever bu«h and n«*\er ire*1. 
Sine* onr I^ird true naile<r-on tbK. 
So strong is this belief, or was, that 


the peasants thought th« lightning would 
never strike any one- who stood under the 
elder tree. Other legends hav* attributed 
ihe cross to the oak. the nine, the fir, 
the box The festival called the invention 
of the cross, held on May 3, celebrates 
the supposed discovery of the true cro-is 
by St. Helena, but it does not apoear of 
what wood it consisted.

the 14th of September, called "Holy Croes 
day," or "Exaltation of the Cross, ' a 
festival which is said to have been in- 
stituted about the year 622, under the fol- 
lowing circumstances .

took away a great piece of the true crosa 
which St Helena, the empress, had left 
there. 
Heracllus. the Roman emperor.

A case of modern "judgment" has 


just been brought to the attention of 
many who had forgotten the strange 
case of Will Purvis of Mississippi, 
through the pardon that was granted 
to him a few days ago by Gov. Mc- 
3-aunn. Purvis figured conspicuously 
In the great whitecap sensation of sev- 
eral years ago, and his release from the 
penitentiary terminates a case which 
for sensational developments And dra- 
matic details stands remarkable in the 
history of criminal jurisprudence. In 
1895 
Pun-Is was accused of the mur- 


der of Will Buckley, a fellow white- 
capper of Marion county. Buckley had 
fallen out with the band with which 
Purvis was said to have been one of 
the most aggressive members, and he 
had made open threats that he would 
divulge their secrets and bring them 
all to punishment. One oi the oaths 
ot tne band prescribed to each member 
upon initiation was that the first man 
who turned traitor was to suffer death. 
Accordingly, a-meeting was held to try 
Buckley, and he was condemned to 
die. Purvis participated at this meet- 
ing. 
Shortly afterwards a second 


meeting was held to select the men 
whb should execute the sentence of the 
band. This meeting Purvis failed to 
attend, whether from excess of caution, 
from accident or from qualms of con- 
science is not clear. Naturally his ab- 
sence aroused the suspicions of his 
comrades. Nobody but the men pres- 
ent will ever know what took place at 
this second meeting, and there is noth- 
ing positive but that shortly 
after- 


wards Buckley was assassinated one 
evening after sundown on his way 
home from work. It was rumored 
around the neighborhood that Purvis 
was the guilty man. The rumors 
gained credence, and Purvis was ar- 
rested. At the trial Buckley's brother, 


was with him on the night he was 


murdered, testified that he recognized 
Purvis as the murderer. Whether in- 
nocent or guilty, Purvis tfas sentenced 
to be hanged, and the day of execu- 
tion was fixed and the gallows erected. 
The hanging was to be a public one, 
and as there had not been one in 
many a year in the neighborhood, 
crowds from ail over the country gath- 
ered to witness the gruesome event. 
There were the usual preliminaries 
which attend such occasion. The pris- 
oner was led upon the scaffold 
and 


allowed to say a last word. A minis- 
ter ot the gospel walked with him It 
the shadow of death and offered 
up 


prayers for the salvation of his soul. 
At last the fatal moment came. The 
black cap was pulled down over the 
horrified eyes of the prisoner, and the 
noose was made fast around his neck. 
There was a hush in the great multi- 
tude of spectators, a pause, and then 
the trap was sprang and the body shot 
downward through the trap. Many 
sickened at the sight and turned away. 
For a moment the bodr writhed and 
quivered in midair, and then the knot 
slipped and the prisoner fell heavily 
to the ground. A wild shout greeted 
this denouement, the first of its kind 
the people of Marion county and the 
adjacent counties had ever witnessed. 
Eagerly the crowd pressed forward and 
assisted Purvis to his feet. As soon 
as he began to revive he called God to 
witness that he was innocent of the 
crime of which he was accused, and for 
•which he had almost paid with his 
life. But law is law, and the sheriff 
soon ordered the people to stand back 
and began preparations for a second 
attempt at execution. The people now 
asserted themselves. They cried down 
this act and threatened violence. To 
them it was an inscrutable sign on the 
part of Providence that Purvis was 
really innocent, and that a judicial

Lamb. — The forequarter Is the favor- 


ite Joint and requires some experience, 
says American Queen.

—straight across for preference. 


Mtuton —The shoulder offers diverse 


stjles of carving, but some very nice 
cuts can be obtained if the plan shown 
In Fig 6 A, is adopted First ascer- 
tain, with the carving fork, the direc- 
tion of the spine of the blade bone and 
then cut longitudinal, wedge-shaped 
slices from either side of it 
Small 


transverse slices can be got out of the 
Inner part, where there is no bone, 
and the under surface (Fig 6 B,) can 
be cut as shown by the dotted lines A, 
B and 0. What is left of the shoulder 
is so rarely served cold that it matters 
little how the joint is carved, provid- 
ed the directions given are observed.

eake of the fat. But all saddles of 
mutton are not dressed alike, hence we 


may hare to deal with a saddle of (Cat 
mutton, prepared as shown in Fig. 7, 
B. The «utb might be directly trans- 
verse, as with the sirloin of beef, but. 
should the saddle be small, a system of 
diagonal carving (Fig. 7, C.) is almost

indispensable if anything like worthy 
slices are to be procured. 


The loin is carved after a somewhat 


similar plan to the saddle but the usual 
method is to cut it into chops and serve 
bone and kidney with the slices. In 
all these cases- it is important that the 
edge of the knife shall be as keen as 
possible or mutton will cut jagged in- 
stead of smooth and clean. 


A leg of mutton, either boiled or 


roasted, is so commonly sent to table 
it is a joint that can be readily spoiled 
by bad carving. Let the round, bulg- 
ing part be placed uppermost and the 
knuckle end to the right or left, ac- 
cording to which side the leg belongs 
—right leg, knuckle to the right, left 
leg, knuckle to the left (with a shoul- 
der of mutton the arrangement is the 
same); but a better guide perhaps is 
to feel with the fork; for the direction 
of the shank bone, and men see before 
you commence cutting that the leg is 
placed with the thickest part from you 
From this part slices may be cut one 
after the other (Fig. 8, A,) down to 
the bone, either from the knuckle or 
thick end. TVhen the carver has ren- 
dered a good account of this first .posi- 
tion the joint should be turned over, 
and then some very fine slices of meat 
can be cut in the direction indicated 
by the dotted lines m Fig. 8, B. When 
the leg is boned and stuffed the plan 
of carving is much simplified, as shown 
In Fig. S, C.

It is surprising how many house- 


keepers there are who, although other- 
wise neat, are positively untidy 
in 


their care of cooking utensils 


I know one such housekeeper who 


is considered quite a model of tidiness 
by those who have never helped her 
for a day or two. One woman, who 
bas, knows better. She knows that the 
bread board is never washed and given 
a sun bath, and that, in fact, It is sel- 
dom carefully scraped, and an expert 
in such matters, with a fair micro- 
scope, would probably find bacteria 
that would pro\e deposits of dough 
from many months back. Then there 
was the poor, neglected bread crock, 
with its mustj breath begging for a 
bath of hot water and sunlight! There 
were enough crumbs and broken slices 
of bread in that crock to have fed an 
ordinary family a wSble day. The own- 
er said she emptied tie crock and wip- 
ed it out every month* Think of that, 
when it should be washed and aired 
every baking day' 


Broken bread should never be put 


back into the crock, but either utilized 
immediately or dried in the oven, and 
then put away for future use. 


Another way in which this -woman 


proved her lack of neatness was in 
her care of her stoveware. Her heavy 
frying-pans were coated thickly with 
burned grease, rendering them rough 
and unwholesome on the inside, where 
they should have been smooth. 
Had 


they been properly cleaned each time 
after using, this could not have hap- 
pened. A bat of whetstone helps won- 
derfully in removing grease where it 
begins to form in1 ridges on cooking 
dishes, and soda applied to the granite 
•ware each time it is used will prevent 
its becemmg so discolored as to look 
old and dirty. 


Still another proof of untidiness was 


to be found in the cupboard and ice 
chest. It was marvelous the number of 
dishes that were to be found, each con- 
taining a little dab of food that she 
hoppd to use some day. Some of it 
had been forgotten and was spoiled, 
and much of the remainder was des- 
tined to be thrown away after hnvi 
been given cupboard room for a day or 
two, 


A really good housekeeper knows, 


when she clears the table, ho°r much, 
and what, of the "left overs" can be 
used again, and she serves them as 
soon as possible. If they are to be 
thrown away, she knows it Is much 
better to do so at once than to ke- p 
them until they are spoiled so that 
e\en the chickens wl)l not touch them.

Open canvas is a quality of cotton 


fabric thru can be purchased in al- 
most any dry goods store, and it can 
be had in various widths, according 
to Its requirements. A coarse quality 
of canvas should be belected for the 
design, as it is strong and bold in 
treatment, and should therefore 
be 


embroidered on a fabric that will be 
in keeping. After the design has been 
drawn, following as near as possible 
the pattern, the greater part of the 
cloth may be covered with several 
thicknesses of tissue paper, pasted on 
to keep the pencil lines from rubbing 
off, but if by handling they should 
come off too soon it would be -well to 
redraw them where necessary so as 
not to lose the line of the pattern. 
If linen is to be employed, there ere 
several grades and a variety of col- 
ors to select from, but for the best 
results silk should be used. 


The best silk for use on open canvas 


is made in two qualities, known as. 
English filling silk and common filling 
silk, and comes in a great variety of 
pleasing shades. For this pillow cov- 
er it would be well to use the English 
filling silk, as it will lend an added 
richness to the finished work. 


ghonld Drink Mere Water. 


"My opinion Is that people do not 


drink as much water during the fall 
and winter season- as they should," 
observed a well-known physician, "or 
as much as Is positively necessary for 
them, having health in view. There 
are thousands of people who do not 
drink one glass of water during the 
entire day, people, too, who drink 
from three to sis glasses daily during 
other seasons o£ the year. 


"Water is as necessary during the 


cool., as during the warm seasons and 
those who keep up their usual quan- 
tity regardless of seasons are bene- 
fited thereby in their general health. 
I do not believe in gulping down wa- 
ter just because it is convenient to 
drink it, but I do believe that drink- 
Ing a regular liberal quantity of wa- 
ter each day is demanded by the sys- 
tem, and that what are known as wa- 
ter drinkers have on the whole much 
better health by so doing. There are 
many people-who have such a horror 
of getting stout that they never drink 
a drop of water except that which goes 
into their coffees, teas and soups, and 
many of them carry it so far as to give 
up these so as to avoid using water.

water, while I know many who have 
grown stout by avoiding it 
The kid- 


neys cannot properly work unless 
there are liquids consumed. 
Stimu- 


lating drinks, beer and the Use, may 
furnish the liquids but the stimulation 
they cause and which is unnecessary 
for perfect health more than counter- 
acts the benefits derived from their use. 
Take -tny of the animals and it will 
be found they drink a regular supply 
of water every day 5n the year—that 
is,, when they have any choice In the 
matter 
It is a pretty safe rule to fol- 


low the habits of animals. I am sure 
none of them grow fat on water alone
